Not Yet Located Mummy Mentioned by 
Doyle 

Lonpon—The death of the Earl of Carnarvon has caused 
panic among private collectors of antiques, according to the 
Daily Express, which declares that a number of people all 
over Great Britian are sending their treasures to the British 
Museum, London, fearing to retain them, as they believe 
Carnaryon was killed by Tutenkhamen’s “ka”—his soul's 
double, as it is called

Conan Doyle Makes Audience Gasp and 
Cry at Weird Sight 


NEW YORK, April 7th.—Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, in his 
first lecture since his arrival here, brought gasps and cries 
from an audience in Carnegie Hall here when he flashed on 
the sereen a picture he said was taken during the two-minutes 
silence period before the cenotaph of the unknown soldier in 
London. Over the heads of the crowd the picture showed 
hundreds of spectral faces— faces that Sir Arthur said were 
those of the soldier dead. He explained that a group of 
mediums had been planted in the crowd and they had drawn 


the “dead” to the ceremony. 

The photograph was taken by Mrs. Dean, 
medium, Sir Arthur termed it the 
in the world”.

He also showed the cast. of a hand dipped ina bucket of 
paraffin and then plunged into cold water The spirit having

Sir Arthur called attention to the unbroken outline of the 
cast as proof that no human hand could have been withdrawn 
without damaging the thin issue of paraffin. ‘This cast, he

When the Canadian Pacific steam- 
ship Metagama, which Jeft St. John’s 
on March first for Glasgow. reaches 
her destination, Captain G. B. Evans 
O.B.E., her commander. will have 
completed his last voyage in com- 
mand of the vessel. Captain Evans, 
who is the oldest and one of the most 
highly esteemed commanders in the 
service of the Canadian ' Pacific 
Steamshins, Limited, is retiring after 
a career at sea of 48 years, during 
which time he crossed the Atlantic in 
command 578 times, and conveyed 
247.928 passengers, of whom 71,000 
were Canadian and American troops, 
He was in command of the Missana- 
bie when this ship was sunk by the 
Germans ‘n 1918, and he will be re- 
membered by many passengers as the 
eaptain of the Minnedose the Mont- 
calm or the Empress of Scotland, 


During the year 1922 the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway handled a 
total of 8,435,825 pieces of baggage 
as compared with 8,732,674 for the 
previous year. of this amount 
6,175,203 pieces were passengers’ 
baggage which compared with 5,- 
486,455 for the previous twelve 
months. 9,697 bicycles were handled, 
19,336 dogs travelled as baggage 
and 23,988 baby carriages were 
moved, There was also a considerable 
increase in the movement of milk. 
In 1922, the Company moved 1,623,- 
707 cans as against 1,614,791 in 
1921; and it is remarkable that moot 
of this increase was in th three 
provinces, Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, which is an apparent
